Your letter of March 27th was duly received. I 

regret that absence from the office and a change of headquarters 
from Chicago to Albany has prevented me from acknowledging it 
more promptly. I have been expecting, however, that I should 
be in Washington and could call upon you at your office, and 
discuss the preliminary plans for the social economy exhibit 
and the part which Alaska might well take in their preparation. 

I am very anxious to place bn the exhibit: a series of 
maps containing a graphic representation of the resources, 
industries and the most important social and economic conditions 
characteristic of the various portions of the United States. 
The representation of these facts in regard to Alaska should 
form a very important element in the exhibit. Will you kindly 
write to me in regard to this suggestion, indicating, if pos- 
sible, the sources from which this material might be obtained?
